WASHINGTON, Sept. 29.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, irritated by news- 
paper reports of the prospective 
transfer of Gen. George C. Mar- 
shall, chief of staff, to head the 
American-British military forces 
in the field, said at his press con- 
ference late yesterday that if such 
a transfer is made, the timing of 
the announcement should be left 
to the Gove ent. 

By admitting that there had 
been “leaks” among high adminis- 
tration officials regarding the 
transfer and by declining to give 
out any information regarding 
the reported new assignment, the 
President indicated that the an- 
mnouncement would be made in the 
near future. 

The President was fully pre- 
pared when a reporter asked if 
he could comment on the prospec- 
tive change in the command of 
the Army, and observed that he 
thought this question would be 
asked. 


Reads Newspaper Clippings. 

The safest way to answer, he 
said, would be to quote from news- 
papers and have the items part of 
the press conference record, He 
observed that these quotations 
would get published some day, 
meaning that they would be a 
part of his series of public papers. 

He warned that he would merely 

read the clippings without com- 
ment, but taking up the Washing- 
ton Times-Herald of Sept. 25, he 
said that on Page One was a story) 
by the head of one of the three 
great news agencies, not the A. P., 
not the U. P., but the International 
News Service, He emphasized that 
the author was head of the Wash- 
ington bureau. He did not give 
his name. It is Wiliam K. Hutch- 
inson and the article was copy- 
righted: The Times-Herald is 
owned by Mrs. Eleanor Patterson 
of the Patterson-McCormick fam- 
ily. 

The President read the first five

WAR LOAN PLEA: SALERNO 
BODIES, NOT EXCUSES 
RANK E. TRIPP, chairman 
F of the Allied Newspaper 
Council] assisting the Treas- 
ury in the sale of bonds, today 
issued the following statement: 
“The figures on the Third 
War Loan drive are good. But | 
this drive is an absolute failure 
for one who has not bought ex- 
tra war bonds. The Third War 
Loan is as personal to us as a 
Nazi or Japanese bullet is to 
our son and neighbor's son. 
“What excuse can we possibly 
give to one of Mark. Clark’s 
Fifth Army boys in Italy for 
not helping him by buying an 
extra war bond or two today. 
Will it stand up? You say you 
haven’t the money or you 
haven't been asked. If we are 
spending our time thinking up 
excuses for not buying extra 
bonds, we don’t deserve the sac- 
rifices being made for us on 
the bloody beaches of Europe 
and the Pacific. Salerno was 
strewn with American bodies. 
Not excuses.” 


Shipment of Large Quan- 
tity Ordered at Once 
—Tight Squeeze in Next 
60 Days, Says Ford. 


Assurance that sufficient smoke- 
less coal would be supplied the 
St. Louis srea, in the absence of 
any further Federal directives di- 
verting coal from this area, was 
given yesterday by a representa- 
tive of one of the Yarge Eastern 
producers, Mayor A. P. Kaufmann 
said following a meeting at the 
Noonday Club, which was at- 
tended by representatives of the 
Smoke Elimination Committee, 
the Citizens’ Wartime Fuel Com- 
mittee and the Chamber of 
Commerce, 

The Mayor said the producer’s 
representative, who was not identi- 
fied, spoke both for his own com- 
pany and for other large suppliers 


of the St. Louis market. 

James L. Ford Jr., chairman of 
the Smoke Elimination Committee, 
said the assurance was backed up 
with an order to start shipment of 
“a substantia] additional quantity” 
of smokeless coal to St. Louis at 
once, 

“There will be a tight squeeze 
here in the next 60 days,” Ford 
said, “but with the additional coal 
promised us, I think we will come 
through all right. After that time, 
with the Great Lakes shipping 
season closed, we should have no 
trouble.” 

Ford asserted that the coal sup- 
ply is short all over the United 
States, but that St. Louis is better 
off than almost any other large 
city. Large amounts of coal now. 
are being sent to the Great Lakes 
area under a Federal directive, he 
pointed out. 

Opening St. Louis to Illinois coal 
now barred under the smoke con- 
trol ordinance would not make 
any large volume of coal available 
here, Ford declared, since the 
Illinois: supply is as short as any- 
where else. Further, he said, such 
a move would alienate Eastern 
producers, now the chief source 
of domestic coal here,

THREE DAYS REMAIN

FOR THIRD LOAN GOAL 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 29 (AP) 
HE $15,000,000,000 Third 
War Loan edged nearer 
success today as the Treas- 

ury reported an additional 

$420,000,000 in bond sales and a 

new total of $14,225,000. Three

The Missouri total of 270 mil- 
lion dollars was 84 per cent of 
the quota.

Individual sales, still 41 per 
cent short of the $5,000,000,000 
quota for small bond purchas- 
ers, gained four points, or $186,- 
000,000, in the latest tabulation. 


WALLACH'S. WORK 
AS PROSECUTOR IS 
UPHELD IN REPORT 


Special Commissioner 
Finds Him Not Guilty of 
Any Conduct Requiring 
Forfeiture of Office.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 29.— 
A report strongly approving the 
official conduct of Prosecuting At- 
torney Stanley Wallach of St. 
Louis County, and declaring him 
not guilty of any act, widest or 
omission meriting the forfeiture of 
his office, was filed with the 
State Supreme Cou® today by 
Special Commiissioner Roscoe P. 
Conkling of St. Joseph, who con- 
ducted an inquiry into the charges 
made by Attorney General Roy 
McKittrick in a quo warranto suit, 
filed at the request of the county 
grand jury of October, 1942. 
“Wallach,” the Commissioner’s 
report said, “was an able and dili- 
gent Prosecuting Attorney, work- 
ing many nights in his office, 
personally handling the Circuit 
Court docket, personally trying all 
capital and difficult jury causes. 
“Wallach has an excellent repu- 
tation as an able, conscientious, 
aggressive and impartial prosecut- 
ing officer. Many police officers 
testified that he and his assistants 
gave them good co-operation. Law- 
yers, ministers, physicians, school 
superintendents testified to his 
reputation as a moral, Christian, 
hard-hitting prosecutor, possessing 
public confidence. There was no 
testimony even remotely tending to 
establish that he was corrupt or 
lacking in integrity as a public of- 
ficial.

The capture of Kremenchung 
paved the way for a westward 
surge of Soviet forces across the 
1000-yard-wide river, carrying with 
them a threat to German concen- 
trations behind Dnieperopetrovsk 
to the south,

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
THE SOUTHWEST PACIFIC, 
Sept. 29 (AP).—The battle for 
Finschhafen roared toward its fin- 
ish today, with Australian soldiers 
exacting a heavy toll'among the 
Japanese defenders and’ the sup- 
porting bases of the enemy for 300 
miles to the Northwest along the 
New Guinea coast bombed into 
impotence. 

Allied heavy and medium bomb- 
ers, attacking Wewak harbor and 
airdromes, sank three enemy tank- 
ers and four merchant ships, and 
déstroyed about 60 planes, 50 of 
them on the ground. In addition, 
29 barges and luggers were sunk 
or severely damaged. 

(William F. Boni, Associated 
Press war correspondent, in a dis- 
patch from New Guinea on the 
Wewak raid disclosed for the first 
time that some of the participat- 
ing Mitchell bombers were based 
on the Northern side of the Owen 
Stanley Mountains. Hitherto, the 
only New .. Guinea bomber base 
which has appeared in the reports 
has been Port Moresby on the 
south side.) 

The coastal road leading from 
Wewak to Finschhafen was strafed 
at Hansa Bay by Allied fighters, 

Hard Fighting at Finschhafen. 

Less than a mile north of Finsch- 
hafen, Australian ground troops 
struck hard at Japanese positions 
on high ground, inflicting heavy 
casualties. Allied losses were de- 
scribed as light. 

Other Australians have fought 
their way to the banks of the 
Tlebbe creek west of Finschhafen. 
The enemy’s air and supply base, 
which is separated by only 70 
miles of water from Japan's 
strategic island holding of New 
Britain, is virtually encircled and 
the communique said Allied artil- 
lery is shelling it “in all areas.”

WANTON KILLING 
BY GERMANS IN 
NAPLES. REPORTED 


Refugees Tell of Bodies 
Lying in Streets, of 
Burning and Looting, 
Slavery and Hunger.

WITH THE UNITED STATES 
NAVY IN THE GULF OF SA- 
LERNO, Sept. 26 (Delayed) (AP). 
—The once beautiful port of Na- 
ples is now a ravaged city of hor- 
rors, 

Desperate German troops—rul- 
ing the tortured city by terrorism 
—are spreading destruction, ma- 
chine-gunning women and children 
and forcing soldiers and civilians 
alike into slave labor battalions 
with death for thoge who refuse. 

This is the story brought from 
Naples by terrified refugees who 
escaped in fishing boats, risking 
drowning at sea rather than face 
their one-time allies. 

Many of the refugees were not 
so lucky. The Germans tossed 
hand grenades into their boats as 
they attempted to slip away from 
the harbor or machine-gunned the 
frail craft. 


Nazis Take Vengeance. 


The apparent aim of the Ger- 
mans, infuriated by the Italian 
armistice with the United Nations 
on the eve of invasion, is to wreak 
vengeance on the Italian people 
and to destroy Naples as much as 
possible so that nothing of value 
will remain when Allied troops 
take the city. 

The port is rapidly becoming a 
ruin, refugees say, and harbor fa- 
cilities are being blasted and 
burned day and night. Ships are 
being sunk in an effort to block 
the harbor entrances and the 
waters are mined to delay Allied 
use of the harbor as a supply base. 


pursuing the enemy on the plain 
within a few miles of Naples, the 
fall of which appears to be im 
minent, 

News of an entry into the Italian 
metropolis was expected at Allied 


headquarters at arly moment. 

The Germans, rooted out of the 
mountain strongholds in six days 
of heavy fighting, were in general 
retreat, leaving the Allies in com-~- 
plete possession of the Sorrento 
peninsula, which separates the 
Gulf of Naples from the Gulf of 
Salerno. 

Allied tanks and mobile artillery, 
virtually useless during the hard 
struggle in the mountains, were 
sent rolling across the lowlands 
toward Naples, a city of 925,000 
population, far larger and more 
important than any city yet cap- 
tured by an Allied army. Milan 
and Rome are the only cities in 
Italy larger than Naples. 

American and British troops of 
Lt. Gen. Mark W. Clark began 
the final attack on the enemy's 
extremely strong mountain posi- 
tions at dawn yesterday and by 
noon had captured Nocera, vital 
road center at the beginning of 
the coastal plain leading to Naples, 


Naval Base Taken. 


Castellammare, important naval 
base on the southern shore of the 
Gulf of Naples, also fell quickly * 
into Allied hands as the Germans 
withdrew in a flight that may not 
cease until they reach the Ventura 
River line, well north of Naples. 

(In London, the authoritative 
British Press Association said it 
had learned that Fifth Army 
forces had entered historic Pom- 
pei at the foot of smoking Vesu- 
vius and only 13 airline miles from 
the heart of Naples.) 

The break-through on the ex- 
treme western end of the front 
extending across Italy from coast 
to coast was accompanied by a 
general advance on the entire 
Fifth and Eighth Army line. 

(The Berlin radio said German 
troops had evacuated several 
towns and villages northeast of 
Naples. The towns named in the 
broadcast, however, are southeast 
of Naples. They vere Castel San 
Giorgio, three miles east of 
Nocera, and Baronissi, five miles 
north of Salerno. 

(Another town evacuated, the 
broadcast said, was Montoro, 11 
miles north of Salerno and due 
east of Naples.

Little Fighting. 

The British took Foggia without 
firing a shot in the city itself, ac- 
quiring the most important air- 
base that the Allies have yet won 
in Italy. They smothered smal] but 
bitter German opposition yester- 
day within five miles of Foggia. 

Along the banks of the nearly 
dry Cervaro River a badly mauled 
Nazi rearguard tried to make a 
stand yesterday afternoon, after 
losing the town of Cerignola in 
the morning. 

In the machine-gun ringed In- 
eoronato woods, where the Ger- 
man ground crews had kept large 
stocks of plane parts and bombs, 
and in the open grain fields near 
the village of Colonello, hot, brief 
battles were fought. 

Two German tanks were de- 
stroyed by British troops who 
combed the thick oak forest of In- 
coronato on’ foot and cleaned it 
out of Nazis before nightfall. 

Scores of heavy bombs, motor 
vehicles and many cases of am- 
munition and plane parts were 
found untouched in the woods. 
One booby trap killed an Italian 
boy this afternoon as he was fin- 
gering through remnants of a 
German camp for loot. 

The Germans destroyed railroad 
and highway bridges over the 
Cervaro, but the river, despite last 
night’s rain, was still only a shal- 
low, muddy creek and easily ford- 
able. 

Locomotives Captured. 

A large amount of relatively un- 
damaged railway rolling stock, in- 
cluding 20 to 30 locomotives, was 
left by the Germans on sidings 
outside Foggia. 

Foggia’s main airfield is littered 
with wreckage. 

Its network of fields is within 80 
miles of Naples—an easy range for 
Allied fighter-bombers to support 
the embattled American Fifth 


Army. 

Rome itself is within 150 airline 
miles. 

Royal Air Force officers riding 
in armored cars reached the air- 
fields shortly after Foggia was oc- 
cupied, and tonight they were com- 
pleting a survey of the work that 
will be necessary to make them a 
great springboard for extending 
the limits of the Allied air offen- 
sive far northward. 

City Badly Damaged. 

Foggia, a modern industrial cen- 
ter in Southeastern Italy, is a 
broken, wrecked city from pro- 
longed air attacks which were 
made during the summer and in 
which Flying Fortresses and Liber- 
ators participated. 

Its entire population had taken 
refuge in the countryside, but this 
afternoon perhaps a dozen women 
and children and several men 
came back to scratch in the 
wreckage of what had been their 
homes. 

Virtually every street is pitted 
with deep craters. Half of the big 
power station is smashed flat, and 
through broken walls transformers 
can be seen nearly buried in the 
debris. 

Modern’ _ six-story. apartment 
houses were split by direct bomb 
hits. Masses of rubble mark what 
had been shops and office build- 
ings. One grimy white flag hung 
from an upper window of a de- 
serted apartment block, but no 
signs of life were visible inside.

One is the reluctance of the troops 
who have been fighting the Ital- 
ians to accept them as allies—a 
feeling doubtless shared by a 
large part of the public in the 
United States and Britain. 

The attitude of Washington and 
London, on the other hand, seems 
to be that since the Italians ap- 
parently wish sincerely to help in 
the fight against Germany it) is 
only common sense to: make use 
of them. 

How much Italy can help to 
wage war on Germany is, of 
course, a question. Its capacity to 
help may be limited mainly to 
behind-the-lines assistance to the 
British and American armies, but 
having the Italians with us might 
simplify our occupation problems 
and aggravate those of the Ger- 
mans, possibly relieving several 
Allied divisions from occupation 
tasks and tying up five or six 


German divisions. 


The Badoglio Government, 
meanwhile, retains civil adminis- 
tration in certain areas and is 
co-operating well with Allied mili- 
tary authorities though the situa- 
tion naturally is chaotic because 
of wartime conditions, 

In some areas the country is 
directly under Allied military 
rule with Italian prefects of po- 
lice taking orders from the army 
on all matters of policy. AMG 
(Allied Military Government of 
Occupied Territories) is not play- 
ing as extensive a role as it did in 
Sicily. 

Badoglio appears frequently in 
public, but little is seen of King 
Vittorio Emanuele or other mem- 
bers of the royal family. One Al- 
lied official who talked with the 
king said he appeared in excellent 
health, “though he looks his 73 
years.” 

This official said the sovereign 
had shown a good grasp of affairs 
and conyersed in perfect English. 
He said Crown Prince Umberto 
also was in excellent health. 

Other members of the royal 
family here are understood to in- 
clude the queen and crown prin- 
cess and her children.

MUSSOLINI BACK 
IN ROME, ENEMY 
RADIO INDICATES 


Makes Long Speech to 
Aids on His Plans— 
Seat of Government 
Likely to Be in North.

LONDON, Sept. 29 (AP).—Axis 
radio reports indicated last night 
that Benito Mussolini, protected by 
Nazi guns, has gone back to Rome, 
the capital that tossed him out, 


and taken nominal control of the 
strange hybrid “Fascist Republic” 
state carved out so hastily by Ger- 
man bayonets. 

The Berlin radio quoted a Rome 
dispatch as telling of a long ad- 
dress by Mussolini to his fellow 
puppets in which he promised an 
early constitution for a kingless 
State and. threatened to punish 
those who had evicted and ar- 
rested him. 

The Vichy radio listed decisions 
by Mussolini’s new Government, 
saying that under them the Senate, 
whose members were nominated 
by King Vittorio Emanuele, was 
dissolved; that all Italian fighting 
forces were “concentrated under 
the Fascist Ministry of War”; that 
“existing syndicates are concen- 
trated into a Single one,” and that 
the investigation into the riches of 
old Fascist Party members would 
continue, as would the probe into 
the records of all Italians who held 
public office in the last 30 years. 

The Rome radio quoted Musso- 
lini as saying his reformed Gov- 
ernment meant to create imme- 
diately an Italian Army to rejoin 
the fight beside Germany and Ja- 
pan. 

The Vichy radio? said the Gov- 
ernment planned to shift its seat 
from Rome because Rome had 
been declared an open city, and 
the Rome radio said it probably 
would set, up house in Verona, 
where Field Marshal Erwin Rom- 
mel reportedly has his headquar- 
ters. 

An Italian frontier dispatch to 
Die Tat of Zurich, however, said 
the Government already was lo- 
cated at Bolzano, about 38 miles 
south of Brenner Pass. The Nazi 
press has been referring to Bolzano 
as a “German city,” a hint—if the 
Die Tat dispatch was correct—that 
Mussolini might be more a Reich 
prisoner than a government head. 

The Berlin radio said that Mus- 
solini's “Fascist Republican Gov- 
ernment” already had been 
recognized by the Nazi-dominated 
states of Rumania, Croatia, Bul- 
garia and Slovakia.

Adm. King’s ‘Tenth Fleet’ Credited 
With Driving U-Boats From Sea 


Destroyers, Planes, ‘Baby’ Carriers Have Cut 
Ship Toll to Half of One Per 
Cent Since May.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29 (AP).— 
Rr. Adm, Francis 8S. Low, assistant 
chief of staff in charge of anti- 
submarine warfare, disclosed for 
the first time in a radio interview 
last night that during last May 

Adm. Ernest J. King, Commander 
in Chief of the United States Fleet, 
organized a “tenth fleet” for con- 
ducting anti-U-boat operations in 
the Atlantic. 

Adm, Low added that from May 
through August more than 4000 
ships of the United Nations crossed 
the Atlantic safely in convoy, with 
a loss of less than one-half of 1 
per cent through submarine ac- 
tion, 

Before this, he related, there was 
a time when wolf packs of Ger— 
man submarines stood well out of 
range and “taunted our convoys 
openly over their radios. They told 
us that when night fell they would 
be coming in for the kill. And they 
did.” 

The change wrought, and the 
destruction of 90 U-boats in three 
months, were ascribed. by Adm. 
Low to new and sufficient num- 
bers of destroyer escorts, aircraft 
and “baby flat top” carriers, to- 
gether with sound planning, train- 
ing and. organization, and team- 
work with British and Canadian 
forces. 

Further Losses Expected. 

He revealed that 36 destroyer 
escorts had been completed during 
August alone, and that the goal of 
260 for the year would be. at- 
tained. But he warned that further 
heavy losses may be expected, par- 
ticularly during the coming winter 
months, when weather will restrict 
carrier operations. 

“The U-boats have not given up,” 
he said. “They are a wily foe, and 
undoubtedly have some tricks left 
in the bag. There are hundreds 
of U-boats left.” 

“But I think I can say,” he con- 
tinued, “that while the U-boats 
may again threaten, they have 
failed once and for all to break 
our life lines across the Atlantic.” 

“At recent rates of sinkings, the 
U-boat fleet is undergoing an attri- 
tion it cannot stand. From now 
on, its effectiveness will be stead- 
ily reduced. We have indications 
that the Nazis already are being 
forced to draft U-boat crews, Un- 
der this. condition, the quality of 
officers and men is bound to de- 
teriorate.

OVER COMMITTEES 


St. Louis Delegates Ask 
Why They Got Only 


Two Chairmanships and 
County Group 5. 


By BOYD F. CARROLL 
Jefferson City Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 29. — 
Delegates to the State constitution- 
al convention, who have not yet 
begun the actual tesk of revising 
the 1875 Constitution pending com- 


pletion of the convention organiza- 
tion, devoted most of the afternoon 
session yesterday to bickering over 
rules governing the eligibility, ap- 
pointment and pay of its clerical 
force. 

The convention, which at times 
descended to the level of biennal 
legislative squabbles over clerical 
patronage, finally adopted a report 
of its committee on rules, reduc- 
ing pay for part of the clerical 
employes from the originally pro- 
posed maximum of $8 a day to $5, 
and cutting the number of jobs by 
20 to an authorized staff of 116. 
The $8-a-day pay of personal 
clerks of the delegates was not 
reduced. 

Rules adopted also prohibit the 
appointment of relatives of dele- 
gates to convention jobs, and bar 
such employment to members of 
the Legislature and State job held- 
ers. Efforts to strike these provi- 
sions from the rules and to in- 
crease the number of jobs were 
decisively beaten after extence! 
discussion. 

Stenographic Record Considered. 

The rules submitted by the com- 
mittee were amended in one re- 
spect, to eliminate, temporarily at 
least, a recommendation that a 
complete stenographic record of 
debate and proceedings of the con- 
vention be made. Instead the con- 
vention directed its committee on 
printing, reporting and publications 
to obtain estimates on the cost of 
a full record of the proceedings, 
from stenographic reporting serv- 
ices. 

Delegate Franc L. McCluer of 
Fulton, who had remained silent 
during some two hours of debate 
on jobs, made a motion to strike 
from the committee report all ref- 
erence to a full and permanent rec- 
ord of convention debate. 

“It seems to me,” McCluer said, 
“that a record of oral debate in 
this convention may not be of suf- 
ficient significance, to be reported. 
I fear it will be an encouragement 
to unnecessary conversation, a 
waste of money and a waste of 
time.” 

He withdrew his motion and the 
convention adopted a substitute, by 
Delegate Charles H. Mayer of St. 
Joseph, which eliminated’ the 
recommenation for a ful] report 
but retained a provision for ob- 
taining cost estimates. 

Open Committee Sessions Proposed 

A proposed rule that would re- 
quire all convention committee 
hearings on suggested constitu- 
tional changes to be open to the 
public, and that the action of com- 
mittee members on such proposals 
be made a matter of record, has 
been submitted to the committee 
on rules. 

The open committee meeting 
suggestion, made by delegate Alroy 
S. Phillips (Rep.), St. Louis, will 
be taken up soon by the committee 
on rules, to determine what recom- 
mendation shall be made to the 
convention, Chairman Allen Mc- 
Reynolds said today. 

Thus far there has been no in- 
dication of any disposition to hold 
closed meetings on convention 
business. 

Rules governing the form of pro- 
posed constitutional chages intro- 
duced in the convention, were 
drafted today by the rules commit- 
tee and go to the convention for 
approval. 

Such measures, to be known as 
“proposals,” will follow a form sim- 
flar to legislative bills, including 
a serial number, the name of the 
delegate or committee introducing 
a proposal, a short title stating the 
nature of the subject matter, and 
the exact text of the proposed con- 
stitutional section. 

These rules, when adopted, will 
open the way for formal] introduc- 
tion of constitutional proposals for 
consideration by the convention. 
Appointment of the 26 standing 
committees yesterday was a step 
toward beginning the actual re- 
vision work. 

Some Grumbling. 

Although the committee appoint- 
ments were divided equally among 
Republicans and Democrats on a 
numerical basis, and the major 
¢ommittee chairmgnships were 
about equally divided, there was 
some grumbling among delegates 
over failure to obtain desired com- 
mittee assignments and chairman- 
ships. 

Some of the St. Louis delegates 
protested in private over the ap- 
portionment of chairmanships to 
only two of the 13 St. Louis dele- 
gates, while five chairmanships 
went to St. Louis County delegates, 
of whom there are six in addition 


to President Robert E. Blake 
(Dem.) of Webster Groves. 

The appointments were made by 
President Blake and Vice-Presi- 
dents Don C. McVay (Rep.) of 
Trenton and R. R. Nacy (Dem.) of 
Jefferson City, after some friction 
between Nacy and the other two 
officers over rejection of commit- 
tee assignment requests of some 
of the Democrats.

MICHIGAN SMALL WAR 
PLANTS BOARD QUITS 


Resolution Says ‘5 Months of 
Diligent Effort Has Failed 
to Produce Results.’ 


DETROIT, Sept. 29 (AP).—The 
seven members of the Michigan 
regional division of the smaller 
War Plants Corporation forwarded 
their resignations to Washington 
today along with a resolution as- 
serting that “five months of dili- 
gent effort, substantial expense 
and use of much man power has 
failed to produce results beneficial 
to the war effort.” 

The resolution, drawn at a spe- 
cial meeting of the board of gov- 
ernors of the Michigan Regional 
Division, asserted that small -in- 
dustry has not benefited “in any 
way commensurate with” the ef- 
fort expended. . 

“There is as yet no indication,” 
it added, “of a properly organized 
effort toward the establishment of 
a sound and practical form of de- 


centralized organization of the de- 


velopment of adequate major poli- 
cies of a type and character that 
will permit this regional organiza- 
tion to effectively promote and as- 
sist the war effort or assist small 
industry in the light of the con- 
tingencies that lie ahead.” 

The resolution asserted that the 
duties of the regional division 
“appeared to be to carry out re- 
quests received from Washing- 
ton that the members. contact 
their Congressmen and the press, 
commending the efforts of the 
SWPC, and obtaining favorable 
publicity for the SWPC; that the 
principal tasks of the. regional of- 
fice appear to be the compiling 
of statistics, having industry com- 
plete questionnaires, obtaining 
letters of commendation for use 
by the Washington office, and 
preparing figures inferring results 
exceedingly favorable to SWPC.” 

Members of the board signing 
the resolution were Wendell W. 
Anderson, chairman; Chester A. 
Cahn, F. A. Grandy, Willis H.

Cronies Might Have 
Chosen but Says They 
Had no Hand in It, 


The associates of the late “Buck” 
Newell with whom his sister Mary 
discussed prosecution of Newell’s 


stepson for murder were persons 
who approached her at the under- 
taking establishment where 
Newell’s body was laid out before 
his funeral, the sister told the 
Post-Dispatch today, 

The sister, Miss Mary -»Phyne 
Newell, who has said she alone was 
responsible for employment of 
John L. Sullivan as special prose- 
cutor, insisted she knew none of 
these persons. 

“They were just people who came 
up~-and talked with me,” she said. 
“I didn’t know then who they 
were, and I don’t know now.” 

Conceding that her account of 
how she happened to hit upon 
Sullivan as her selection for 
special prosecutor was a “remark- 
able coincidence,” she maintained 
that it happened just as she had 
related it — she picked his name 
out of the telephone book because 
it “sounded good.” 

“I know it’s hard to believe 
that I could pick up the telephone 
book and select the best criminal 
lawyer in St. Louis without know- 
ing anything about him,” she 
said. “I’d give anything if I were 
able to convince people that it 
happened that way, but I don’t 
know what I can do to convince 
them.” 

Her choice turned out to be not 
only one of the top criminal law- 
yers in St. Louis, but, as Sullivan 
himself concedes, one of the two 
or three who would have been se- 
lected by Newell's associates, if 
they had any hand in the selec- 
tion. 

Reason for Interest, 

The presumptive interest of New- 
ell’s associates in the prosecution 
of his stepson is that it would take 
a lawyer with Sullivan's qualifica- 
tions to keep the stepson's lawyer, 
Sigmund Bass, from introducing at 
the trial evidence concerning New- 
ell’s labor racketeering and gam- 
bling activities in which they 
might have been involved. 

But, Miss Newell says, her broth- 
er’s associates not only had no 
hand in the employment of Sulli- 
van, but held the opinion Newell’s 
bad record made the prosecution 
hopeless under any circumstances. 

“So much had been said against 
Joseph Newell,” the sister said, 
“that his associates thought it was 
a matter of letting things so out 
of hand run their course.”

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29 (AP).

Judge Barrett called in the At- 


torney General's office, the com- 
missioner stated, and “sharp con- 
troversy arose between Wallach 
and Judge Barrett with respect to 
Barrett’s attempt to set aside Wal- 
lach’s function before the grand 
jury. The fact that Judge Barrett 
set aside Wallach’s functions and 
installed the Attorney General was 
given widespread and sensational 
newspaper publicity.” The commis- 
sioner noted that in the November, 
1942, election Wallach was re-elect- 
ed, and: Mueller was elected Cir- 
cuit Judge. 

Burden of Proof on M’Kittrick. 

Commissioner Conkling, stating 
a conclusion of law, declared that 
the burden of proof was on the 
Attorney General to establish mis- 
conduct of the prosecutor, and that 
the Attorney General had failed to 
make such showing. 

He held that Wallach, having 
exercised his discretion in good 
faith, could not be oused “merely 
because some other person might 


clusion or pursued a different 
course with respect to a certain 
case.” 

As to the legal requirement that 
the prosecutor “shall investigate 
all violations of law,” the com- 
missioner said Wallach had made 
investigations, but that the At- 
torney General charged that he 
did not go far enough. 

“It would be wholly unreason- 
able,” the commissioner said, “for 
the law to require that the Prese- 
cuting Attorney, an receipt of each 
transcript, should seek to have 
some liquor inspector come again 
across the State to try to find 
again and identify some bartender 
or waitress from whom he pur- 
chased liquor in a smoke-filled 
tavern some months before. 

“Neither reason nor duty de-

Upholds Liquor Case Policy. 


Commissioner Conkling upheld 
Wallach in the policy of bringing 
many liquor law prosecutions in 
Justice of the Peace courts, in- 
stead of taking them to Circuit 
Court. He stated that the crim- 
inal dockets of the four divisions 
of Circuit Court at Clayton, occu- 
pying one week of each term of 
court, were so overcrowded that 
liquor cases could be brought to 
trial much more readily in Justice 
courts. To place the cases on the 
Circuit Court dockets, he found, 
would have meant delays of a-year 
or more, 


facts,” the Commissioned stated, 
“and exercised his discretion in 
good faith, and in this exercise 
he had the right to choose the 
form of trial, and, had the right 
to determine not to file after dis- 
charge of a defendant in Justice 
of the Peace court.” 

“The respondent (Wallach) has 
not usurped and does not usurp 
the office of Prosecuting Attor- 
ney,” Conkling stated. “‘He has law- 
fully held and now lawfully holds 
the same. The Commissioner rec- 
ommends that the information filed 
by the Attorney General be dis- 
missed, and that the relator (Attor- 
ney General) be ordered to pay the 
costs of this proceeding.”

Krichev, 60 miles southeast of 
Mogilev, came under direct attack 
after the Red Army yesterday cap- 
tured EKlimovichi, 12 miles south- 
east of that railroad junction, Los- 
tiukovichy, 22 miles south of Kri- 
chev on the railroad from Une- 


cha, and Mstislavi, 25 miles north 
of Kirchev.

Larger-size stokers, made avail- 
able to plants using 40 tons of 
coal or more a year by a recent 
order of the War. Production 
Board, are recommended in a 
statement issued by City Smoke 
Commissioner Robert M. Boyles, as 
a means of meeting possible crisis 
conditions in the fuel supply. 

“This important change in pol- 
icy,” Commissioner Boyles said, 
“permits the use of the 1500 or 
more stokers which are fully fabri- 
cated and stored in local ware- 
houses, together with motors and 
all control accessories.” 

“A great opportunity is thus of- 
fered to many apartments, com- 
mercial buildings, schools and in- 
dustries, to eliminate the use of 
low-volatile smokeless coal. One 
advantage is more efficient use of 
the fuel; another is the use of 
cheaper high volatile coal. The 
stoker will use coal costing $4 
to $5 a ton, as compared with 
$9 to $10 smokeless coal. The 
economies are such that in many 
cases stoker equipment can be 
purchased on savings contracts, 
wherein payment is made of the 
basis of guaranteed reduction in 
cost of fuel consumed. 

“Conversion to stoker firing will 
release large amounts of low vola- 
tile (smokeless) coal for use in 
small ‘domestic stoves and fur- 
maces for which stokers are not 
available. This is one way in 
which the community’s coal sup- 
ply can be broadened, as it would 
transfer some of the demand to 
the Illinois fields. The change- 
over can be effected in a few 
hours. 

“The Division of Smoke Regula- 
tion is greatly interested in the 
possibilities afforded by the re- 
lease of these stokers.

tell reporters anything about the 
status of Gen, Marshall. 

The first answer was negative, 
and then the President, realizing 
that the question was logical and 
legitimate, used one of his favorite 
devices. He asked a question. Who 
is going to time the announcement 
of a transfer—should it be by the 
press by starting rumors? 

He continued that when he said 
there was no news, he meant there 
was no news at ‘that particular 
time, and did not mean there would 
not be news on the subject in a 
month, two months or si:. months. 
The phrase, he continued, usually 
meant that the thing had not yet 
been decided. . 

As to ‘Important’ Leaks. 

Paul Leach, correspondent for 
the Chicago Daily News, asked if 
there had not been “some leaks, 
somewhere from pretty important 
places.” 

The President conceded that 
there had been lots of leaks from 
a lot of high Washington officials 
—there were more than most peo- 
ple realized—who had to be con- 


per cent of these officials, he said, 
were damn good eggs, and he 
would not characterize the other 10 
per cent. This 10 per cent, he ad- 
mitted, had leaked badlv. 

The President utilized his 
phrase, no news on that, when 
asked to comment on a report that 
former Under Secretary of State 
Sumner Welles would be given an 
important post, and when asked 
whether Ambassador Standley 
would return to Moscow. 

He thought that Norman Ar- 
mour would return to Argentina 
as Ambassador, but did not know 
whether a date had been set, 

He declined to comment on re- 
ports that new posts would be set 
up in the State Department—there 
have been rumors that a second 
under secretaryship would be cre- 
ated—observing that Edward R. 
Stettinius Jr. had not yet been 
sworn in as Under Secretary and 
that he should be given a chance 
to look around. 

Lend-Lease Report. 

He denied that there was any 
disagreement between himself and 
Gen. MacArthur about “island hop- 
ping” in the Southwest Pacific, 
and pointed out that last March 
or April he had announced against 
this method of warfare against 
the Japanese, He said he was still 
very much against it. 

The President began the confer- 
ence by summarizing a formal 
statement on lend-lease transfers 
for August, which reached a rec- 
ord high of $1,114,000,000, plus 147 
million dollars in services ren- 
dered, a total of $1,261,000,000. The 
cumulative total to Aug. 31 was 
$15,235,000,000. 

He then proceeded to paraphrase 
a report on the capture of Foggia, 
in Southern Italy. He said: that 


he had been scooped—that he had 
hoped to announce at his press 
conference the fall of this town. 
The Army had beaten him to it. 
The victory, he said, was one of 
the most important from: a stra- 
tegical viewpoint the Allies have 
had, since it brought the air forces 
closer to the heart of Germany. 
Now under close cover, he con- 
tinued, were all of Italy and the 
neighboring Adriatic coast. He 
noted that he was not revealing 
a military secret, because the Ger- 
man Generals had probably al-| 
ready drawn circles,:using Foggia '| 
as a center, to show how much | 
territory various types of planes 
could cover. | 
A large part of Germany, he 
said, which had been sleeping out- 
side the area within distance of 
our planes, could no longer do so. 
The Italian campaign, he said, 
was an outstanding example of the 
effective co-operation between the 
British, Canadians, French and 
ourselves, with no lost motion, as 
well as an example of the co-6rdi- 
nation of land, sea and air forces.

ECRET enemies of the Nazi Government in Germany are at work 

even in the highest positions of the various party organizations, in- 

cluding the Hitler Youth, Arvid Fredborg, Swedish correspondent, 
says in his. book, “Behind the Steel Wall.” 


Illegal radio senders play an important role in this ——— 


active opposition. 


Some of them probably are protected by German military author- , 


ities because otherwise they hardly could continue’ their activities for 
months and years, Fredborg says, basing his conclusions on work and 
residence in Germany from February, 1941, to June, 1943. 


In examining opposition to the 
Nazi movement one. must treat of 
resistance in Germany and Aus- 
tria as well as reckon with active 
political opposition and with in- 
stitutions which have political im- 
portance without being actively 
engaged in politics, 


Four Chief Groups. 

German opposition against Naz- 
ism consists roughly of four main 
groups, Fredborg says, going on 
to outline the general situation. 

The Monarchists are very strong, 
but handicapped because they are 
without a pretender, since the 
members of the House of Hohen- 
zollern and other Protestant 
Princes do not seem to be con- 
sidered seriously. Bavaria is in a 
separate position because the feel- 
ing for the House of Wittelsbach 
‘is very strong and the Bavarian 
Crown Prince with his son is in 
Hungary and therefore not under 
the threat of the Gestapo. 

In Germany proper, monarchism 
has its strongest supporters among 
employers, peasants and the 
smaller middle class bureaucracy. 

The Liberals have no decided 
position on the question of state 
form. In most cases they are split 
on whether the Fourth Reich shall 
be a united national liberal Ger- 
many governed from Berlin or a 
federative Germany. The Liberal 
group comprises mainly important 
sections of the middle class in cit- 
jes and a great many intellectuals. 


Social Democrats. 

The Social Democrats form a 
strong group among the workers. 
But the Nazis have been able to 
cripple it more than other groups, 
as its Jews have disappeared and 
its other leaders have become iso- 
lated and have lost every possi- 
bility of participating in politics. 
Resistance of the masses to the 
Nazis, therefore, is comparatively 
weak. But millions of Social Dem- 
ocratic workers did not disappear 
and even now an important num- 


ber of elderly workers and petty 


officials can be considered Social 
Democrats. 

Communist leaders are among 
those who want a total social and 
economic revolution. They are 
greatly aided by the fact that hun- 
dreds of thousands of persons 
have lost everything by air at- 
tacks ox have been driven to des- 
peration by the hard police rule. 

As a matter of fact there is 
great danger that anarchy can 
break out in Germany. The Com- 
munists have adapted themselves 
to the political forms of the Third 
Reich. They have organized and 


carried out intensive propaganda 
which is camouflaged as factual 
criticism of the Nazi system, 

Active resistance must work un- 
der great difficulties. The first 
problem is how to disseminate in- 
formation on the real, state of af- 
fairs and avoid arrest by the Ges- 
tapo. 
The opposition avails itself of 
every means. Propaganda of the 
underground radio stations espe- 
cially js important. Hundreds of 
thousands of Germans live illegal- 
ly. To a certain degree they are 
Jews, but in most cases they are 
enemies of the administration. 
is almost a miracle that they can 
solve the food problem. Black 
marketing is part of the explana- 
tion; 
which are rather easy to obtain. 
Resistance by Sabotage. 

A great part of the resistance 
is helped through sabotage in the 
leading circles. The opposition 
has its men in most of the secret 
party institutions. Many Nazis 
are trying to buy their future ex- 
istence by serving the opposition. 

One of.the greatest questions is 
what to do with the Nazis. after 
the war. Thousands of Nazi party 
members have pulled in their sails 
during 1943. 

The opposition has learned how 
to divide the sheep from the goats. 
One oppositional leader said they 
are going to put a questionnaire 
before everyone with these words: 
“Were you in a_ concentration 
camp? If not why not?” 

A German youth I met who, I 
am convinced, is an enemy of the 
Nazi system, discussed politics ma- 
turely and explained that the op- 
position elements among the youth 
are numerous, that young groups 
are inclined to form circles of re- 
sistance. Within Hitler’s Jugend 
and labor services is only one 
weapon with which youths may de- 
fend themselves—that is to be even 
harder than their surroundings, 
still observe the greatest care and 
resist even though pretending to 
be a Nazi. 

“You would be surprised to learn 
that the worst Hitler enthusiasts 
in my group are leaders of the op- 
position,” he said. 


Opposition in Austria. 

Austrian opposition is directed at 
the same time both against Nazism 
and against Germany. Not all op- 
positionists want to separate Aus- 
tria from Germany, but perhaps 90 
per cent of the opposition is 
against Nazism. At the same time 
there is Austrian resentment 
against Germany and Berlin. Five

KHARKOV, KIEV FIGHTING COMPARED

HE battle for Kiev is on, and 
Ti may again prove to be a bat- 
tle on which great decisions 


Kiev stands in precisely the re- 
lation to the German armies down 
in the great bend of the Dnieper 
that Kharkov stood to the German 
armies in the bend of the Donets 
a few weeks ago. 

If the Russians can take Kiev 
and establish themselves firmly at 
that point on the west bank of the 
Dnieper, they can strike southwest- 
ward at the rail communications 
of the German forces on the lower 
Dnieper. An advance of only 60 
miles, to Fastov, would cut the 
main rail line on which those 
armies depend. Moreover, the Rus- 
sians in crossing at Kiev are even 
less exposed to counterattack from 
the northwest than they were at 
Kharkov, because their right flank 
is to some extent protected by the 
marshes which begin north of Kiev 
and occupy most of the valley of 
the Pripet River on both sides, 
stretching north as far as Mogilev 
and west across the old Polish 
frontier almost to Brest-Litovsk. 


Strong Life. 

The line of the Dnieper from 
Kiev to Dnieperopetrovsk is a 
strong one, not only because of the 
width of the river itself, but’ be- 
cause behind the river, on its right 
bank, there is a great deal of high 
ground which affords good defen- 
sive positions. A breakthrough at 
Kiev would turn this line of posi- 
tions, and should it occur, and be 
made good, it is hard to see how 
the Germans could hope to hold for 
very long any of the territory be- 
tween the Dnieper and the Dnies- 

ter. In other words, they might

have to pull back clear to the old 
Russo-Rumanian frontier, and they 
would be very lucky if this time 
they were able to make an orderly 
retreat and avoid the disaster 
which had twice so nearly over- 
taken them in a similar situation 
on the Donets. 

There is considerable evidence 
that the Germans are intending to 
make a strong stand on the lower 
Dnieper, The desperate defense of 
the bridgeheads they still hold at 
Cherkassy, Kremenchug, Dniepero- 
petrovsk and Zaporozhe suggests 
this very strongly. Also, the fact 
that the fight for the Kuban 
bridgehead has been so stubbornly 
contested (though that fight is 
just about concluded with the fall 
of Temryuk) and the further fact 
that the Russians have not yet re- 
ported the cutting of the Crimea 
railway, though they were within 
five miles of it five days ago, hints 
that the Germans are still think- 
ing in terms of holding some sort 
of line between the great bend of 
the Dnieper and the shore of the 
Sea of Azov, protecting at least 
one of their lines into the Crimea.

And so they practiced over and 
over, and instead of getting wet 
they only raised clouds of dust, 
the light, reddish dust of Africa, 
in colors little like the red soil of 
Georgia.

Like Beaches at Salerno. 


And when they had become used 
to the method and when they re- 
acted almost instinctively, they 
were taken finally to the Mediter- 
ranean beaches, the long, white 
beaches, which are not unlike the 
beaches at Salerno. The water is 
incredibly blue there and very 
salty. You float like a cork on it. 
On the beaches they practiced 
with real landing barges. The 
teams put out to sea and then 
turned and made runs for the 
shore and the iron ramps clattered 
down and the mén rushed ashore 
and crept and wriggled their way 
up to the line of the shore where 
the grapevines began, for there are 
vineyards in Italy, too. 


When they had practiced a little 
while, machine guns with : live 
ammunition fired over their heads, 
but not very far over their heads, 
to give them a real interest in 
keeping low. 


Now in larger groups they 
rushed, in from the sea and 
charged up into the vines and 
crept up through the vineyards 
and moved inland. An amazing 
number of men can disappear into 
a vineyard so that you can’t see 
them at all, 

The dark Algerian grapes were 
ripe and as they crawled the men 
picked the grapes and ate them 
and the incidence of G. I, dysen- 
tery skyrocketed but there is no 
way of keeping a dusty, thirsty 
man from eating ripe grapes, par- 
ticularly if they are hanging right 
over his head, when he lies under 
the vines. 


Hard, Grimey Day’s Work. 


Over and over again they cap- 
tured this little sector and climbed 
up and captured the heights. They 
had to learn to do it in the day- 
time because when they would 
really do it it would be in the dark 
of the early morning. But when 
the training for each day was 
finished, the men went back to 
the beaches and took off their 
clothes and played in the water. 
The water was warm and de- 
lightful and the salt stung their 
eyes. Their bodies grew browner 
day by day until they were only a 
little lighter than the Arabs.

Speed of U. S. Flyer in Emden 
Air Fight May Be 
New Record. 


A UNITED STATES FIGHTER 
BASE IN ENGLAND, Sept. 29 
(AP). — Second Lt. Robert H. 
Knapp, of Norwich, N. Y., was 
believed today to have achieved a 
speed of approximately 840 miles 
per hous—14 miles a minute—in a 
dive during an air fight over Em- 
den, Germany, last Monday. 

If true, then Knapp, pilot of a 
P-47 Thunderbolt fighter which 
helped escort Flying Fortresses in 
a raid on the German city, prob- 
ably has flown faster than any 
other human being. 

The greatest speed previously 


officially recorded by a fighter 
plane pilot was that of Col. Cass 
Hough, also of the Eighth Air 
Force fighter command, when he 
dived a Thunderbolt “more than 
780 miles an hour,” in a test 
flight in England last spring. 


While flying as wingman to 
Second Lt. Robert E. Ealey, Col. 
Knapp went down with him from 
20,000 feet to attack a Focke-Wulf 
190. 

When his plane achieved a 
speed so great that the “paint 
¢urled on his elevators,” and his 
controls locked, Knapp thought 


he was doomed, But at 5000 feet } 


the plane came out of its vertical 
dive and Knapp regained control. 
Inspection of Knapp’s plane 
later revealed the peeling of the 
paint on his elevators but other- 
wise there was no evidence of 
strain or structural damage,

REATER frankness in war

confidence in our leaders later, 
United States Senator Henry Cabot 
Lodge Jr. (Rep.), Massachusetts, 
gaid in an exclusive interview after 
visits to war fronts where he saw 
the “reaction of our fighting men 
to habitually optimistic news re- 
ports.” 

He will repoit to Congress that 
“our fighting men are mad because 
of the false optimism of our news.” 

“It’s a general condition of our 
news reporting, our communiques, 
our radio commentators and our 
desk writers,” he said. 


He said that censors

Sioverlook the fact that, unlike the 


last war, the news they censor gets 
back by radio within 24 hours to 
the men who make the news, who 
are wounded and who have fallen 
comrades. 

“Our present news censorship as 
I saw it at the front enrages and 
disillusions our fighting men in the 
truthfulness of their leaders and 
at home it breeds apathy,” Lodge 
said. 

“Whom our rosy censorship and 
propaganda helps I do not know. 
If anything, it helps the enemy by 
getting us to underestimate him. 
Our fighting men rapidly are learn- 
ing that our propaganda which 
makes all our allies good and all 
our enemies bad is bunk.” 

He told of seeing American sol- 
diers befriend Italian and German 
prisoners but said no such cam- 
araderie exists in the Pacific. 

“Our fight with the Jap is a 
fight to the finish,” he said. 

“The Japs made it that way. 
They tortured our prisoners, shot 
down our parachutists, executed 
our Doolittle flyers in cold blood 
and our litter bearers are their 
favorite targets. 

“These truths of the Japs should 
be driven home, too.” 

Lodge asked the writer (who was 
a war correspondent in the Aleu- 
tians) the reaction of American 
soldiers to news they received 
while driving the Japanese from 
Attu. I told him an official an- 
nouncement came .over the radio 
that the enemy was defeated, ex- 
cept for mopping up, in the first 
week whereas actually the main 
fighting had not commenced and 
many of our men already had been 
killed. |

TO PROPHETS OF SPEEDY VICTORY. 

There ig still too much wishful thinking about 
the end of the war. There are still too many people 
who think that victory’is just around the corner. 
They base this theory on the news of recent gains 
on the various fronts, and on their own hunches. 

Before this optimism goes too far, and produces 
a general letdown on the home front, it would be 
well for the Pollyannas to consider the opinions of 
the men prho have the best information on how the 
war is going. For instance, these extracts from 
recent addresses and statements: 

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT: 

We have come a great way since this Congress 
first met in January of this year. But I state 
only a blunt fact when I tell the Congress that 
we are still a long, long way from ultimate yic- 
tory in any major theater of the war... . 

Our ultimate objectives in this war continue 
to be Berlin and Tokyo. I ask you to bear these 
objectives constantly in mind—and do not forget 
that we still have a long way to go before at- 
taining them. . . ..The time for celebration is 
not yet. And I have a suspicion that when this 
war does end, we shall not be in a very celebrat- 
ing:sframe of ‘mind. 


PRIME MINISTER CHURCHILL: 

I consider that there are dangers in allow- 
ing our minds to dwell unduly upon the favor- 
able circumstances which surround us....I re- 
gard all speculations as to when the war will 
end at this moment as vain and unprofitable. ... 

The bloodiest portion—make no mistake about 
it—the bloodiest portion of this war for Great 
Britain and the United States lies ahead of us... 

The country must’ continue the war effort 
through the fifth year of war or the sixth year 
if need be. 


" GEN. MARSHALL: 

Now at last we are ready to carry the war 
to the enemy—all overseas, thank God—with a 
power and force that we hope will bring this 
confict to an early conclusion. 

But please remember that this phase is just 
about to begin, a point which seems not to be 
understood by our people here at home, possibly 
because they are far removed from the agonies 
of war except for those whose sons or husbands 
have been engaged in the fighting. 


SECRETARY MORGENTHAU: 

Let us stop this foolish, childish over-optimism 
and over-confidence. Jt is criminal. It igs crim- 
inal because every time we decide the war is 
won, we sign a death warrant for another 
thousand, or 2000, or 6000 American soldiers 
and sailors... . 

This is the beginning of the war, as far as the 
United States is concerned—this attack we are 
launching in Italy. 


ELMER DAVIS: 

There is no present reason to expect that vic- 
tory will come either soon or cheaply. We al- 
ready see that, while the surrender of the Ital- 
ian Government will make it easier to occupy 
Italy, that occupation will not be completed 
without hard fighting, and we have not yet 
struck at the core of either German or Japa- 
nese power, , 


If we want a real victory, a victory that has 
a reasonable prospect of lasting, we are going 
to have to work for it—work harder than some 
people will now believe. 


UNDER SECRETARY OF WAR PATTERSON: 

The most difficult job of all lies ahead. That 
is the drive to victory. . . . The big operations, 
the decisive operations, lie ahead. 


GEN. MONTGOMERY: 

We won't be able to say the war is nearly 
over until we have carried it into the homeland 
of the Germans, That we shall do without a 
doubt. Then we shall be able to say that the 
end of this part of the war is in sight. 


Let the wishful thinkers ponder these views of 
the men at the top before they jubilantly chant 
again that the war will be over by Christmas. 
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WONDERS OUT OF WONDERLAND. 

The Buck Newell murder case is beginning to look 
like something out of Alice in Wonderland, with a 
touch of Mother Goose, It gets “curiouser and 
curiouser.” 

On the first card out of the deck there was the 
mystery of who hired John L. Sullivan as special 
prosecutor of the murdered labor racketeer. Up 
popped Newell’s sister, Miss Mary Phyne Newell, 
and said: “I did; I found his name in the telephone 
directory.” 

Now comes a union business agent and convicted 
forger, one John L. Ambersley, and admits he was 
the “Snooper Smith” who made a mystery about his 
presence at the abbreviated trial. But he says that 
was all jabberwocky about his talking to two pro- 
spective jurors, 

Why, then, did he go all the way to Hillsboro for 
the trial? Why, Mr. Ambersley was “just nosy.” 
Yep, that’s all, “just nosy.” 

And the moral to that is, anyone who still smells 
mystery in the Buck Newell case is something more 
than just plain nosy. 
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A MISSING POSTWAR PLANNER. 

The Associated Press has shown a fine spirit of 
enterprise by preparing a “Score Card on Postwar 
Plans,” published in the Post-Dispatch yesterday. 
In easily read chart form, it presented views on 
problems of the coming peace as set forth by various 
spokesmen, official and unofficial, on the subject. 
The score card drew its data from nine sources, as 
follows: Roosevelt and Churchill, Henry Wallace, 
Republican Postwar Advisory Council, Herbert 
Hoover and Hugh Gibson, Wendell Willkie, Clarence 


Streit (autho: of a book, “Union Now”), Pope Pius 
XII, Joseph Stalin and Adolf Hitler 

This is a fine, representative list, but there ig an 
illustrious absentee. He is a statesman who made 
a speech two weeks ago on postwar co-operation in 
which he said, “It is more important than ever for 
all concerned to have a clear understanding of what 
is at stake, now and in the future.” He is a partici- 
pant in many important conferences; he ig the 
American Secretary of State, Cordell Hull. 

Is it. or isn’t it, significant that the A. P. score 
card editor failed to include anything from Mr. 
Hull’s speeches and writings in his compilation? 
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OUR FAILURE IN PUERTO RICO. 

Administration and relief in occupied territory 
have become large-scale functions of both military 
and civilian agencies of our Government. Thousahds 
of Army officers and relief agency workers are al- 
ready busy in this field, and many more are being 
trained for it. In view of the high expectations held 
out for constructive achievements by these admin- 
istrators, it must be acutely embarrassing for official 
Washington to read the blunt report on conditions 
in Puerto Rico, just made by the island’s Governor, 
Rexford G. Tugwell. 

Puerto Rico has been in American hands for 45 
years. Its people refused to help the Spaniards de- 
fend the island in the war of 1898 and welcomed the 
American troops, just as our forces have been wel- 
comed by the populations of North Africa, Sicily and 
Italy. Yet today, Tugwell charges, our Government's 
policy toward Puerto Rico “is not a policy at all.” 
We have not moved decisively either to assist the 
people economically or to prepare them for self-rule. 
Unless sound steps are taken at once, he says, the 
only choice left is that. of “suppressing an angry 
people who would feel very deeply that they had 
been wronged.” 

Our failure in Puerto Rico is sure to be used by 
Axis propagandists in attacking the Allied occupa- 
tion setup. It is likely to rouse concern and sus- 
picion among the European populations we are now 
undertaking to rehabilitate. Many citizens at home 
will wonder how Washington can expect to have 
American efforts abroad taken seriously when we 
have failed so disastrously in a similar problem of 
45 years’ standing at our own doorstep. 

The only solution ig for Congress to act immediate- 
ly toward ‘accomplishing economic, political and 
social reforms in Puerto Rico. The Tugwell recom- 
mendations gain emphasis by introduction in Con- 
gress yesterday of an administration bill authorizing 
the citizens of the island to elect their own Governor 
and other officials. If we cannot provide self-gov- 
ernment and security for the people of our own Carib- 
bean dependency, our efforts abroad will be greatly 
discredited. 
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WAR HISTORY IN REVERSE. 

There was a familiar ring in the chief item of 
news that came yesterday from Allied Headquarters 
in North Africa—how a strong mobile armored col- 
umn had raced 25 miles through the enemy’s defenses 
and captured a great air base with numerous satel- 
lite fields. There was also an echo of “this has 
happened before’—the French say, “deja vu’—in 
the announcement of an advance so rapid that the 
defenders “did not have time to destroy the air 
fields.” 

The episode reported by the correspondent. was 
the capture of Foggia, in Italy, by advance spearhead 
units of the British Eighth Army. The defenders 
who were taken by surprise and didn’t have time 
to sabotage the air fields were the Nazis—soldiers 
of the same armies that used these same tactics of 
thrust and surprise against the British and French 
just a little more than Ahree years ago. 

This, turning of the tables shows how greatly the 
shape of the war has changed since those grim days 
of 1940, when Nazi spearheads were running wild 
in the Low Countries and France. The Allies in 
the interim have learned about war from their profi- 
cient and prepared enemy, and they have made im- 
provements on his technique. The capture of Foggia 
is a triumph that becomes the greater when it is 
considered that every man and every machine of 
the attacking forces wags brought in from stations 
overseas. 

The parallel cannot be pushed too far, however. 
When the Nazis were performing their exploits of 
invasion, they were within striking distance of 
Paris, where a wavering Government was consider- 
ing capitulation. The tide has turned, but the Allies 
are still far from Berlin, and it will require many 
more such victories as that at Foggia before the 
Nazis run up the white flag, 
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LEND-LEASE AT A NEW PEAK. 

America’s outstanding achievementg in the Battle 
of Production are reflected not only in the enormous 
stocks of weapons and materiel which have gone 
to our forces overseas and enabled them to take the 
offensive, but also in the increased shipments by way 
of lend-lease to our allies. 

As announced by the President, August was the 
peak month, with the huge total of $1,261,000,000 
worth of goods going abroad. It is notable that the 
increase over previous months is almost entirely in 
the category of munitions. 

America’s productive speed-up all along the line 
is being felt on the world’s war fronts 
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Food and beer are reported hard to find in

What the Russians Think of Us

Help from this country is appreciated by people of Soviet Union, 
correspondent says; they admire our technical achievements, and 
are less suspicious of us than of other capitalistic nations; they con- 
sider us frank and sincere, but naive in field of world diplomacy.

HAT do the Russians know of us and 
W what do they think of us? The an- 

swer is important because it may in- 
fluence Russia’s policy in Europe in the 
coming months and help determine whether 
we can work together for a solution of post- 
war ills in an atmosphere of mutual trust 
and respect. 


In the past, American news and informa- 
tion was carefully angled to conform to the 
general educational and propaganda policy 
of the U, 8. 8. R. This naturally left unful- 
filled an eager appetite for more detailed 
knowledge of America on the part of most 
Russians. Today the Marxist colorations 
have largely disappeared from MRussia’s 
American coverage. While we have access 
to a wider variety of general information 
and opinion on Russia than vice versa, 
what the Russians do get about us is per- 
haps more objective as far as it goes. 


Since we became allies, nothing has been 
allowed to appear in the Russian press— 
with the exception of periodical references 
to the absence of a second front—to which 
objection could be raised by Americans, But 
it is also true that not very much appears 
at all. That is partly due to the Soviet pol- 
icy of emphasizing domestic news almost to 
the exclusion of everything else. 


Roosevelt Speeches Widely Read. 


But official statements from Washington 
are now prominently published. President 
Roosevelt’s speeches appear in full and are 
avidly read by the Russian public. He is 
regarded with the utmost respect and in- 
terest by most Russians as the spokesman 
of the capitalist world. Stettinius’ reports 
on the operation of lend-lease, giving the 
figures of our aid to Russia, and some of 
the congressional debates on its administra- 
tion, are also widely printed, 

Until recently, that’s about all the Rus- 
sians heard of us or our war effort. The 
British publish their own newspaper in Rus- 
sia, but we don’t. OWI is practically non- 
operative in the U. 8S. 8S. R. But lately, Ad- 
miral Standley has been bringing in Ameri- 
can,news reels, which, after being picked 
over by the Soviet censors, reach the eager 
Russian public. 

Chiefly because the Soviet regime frank- 
ly recognizes its need to borrow heavily 
from our industrial experience and become 
well acquainted with American machinery, 
English-language study is now becoming 
compulsory from the primary grades up. 
Which is probably one of the best concrete 
indications, when you stop to think of it, 
that Stalin does expect to draw closer to 
us in the future. 


People Like American Products. 


Russians admire American products of 
all kinds and dream of the day when they 
can buy them, or Russian copies just as 
good. I asked a number of women what 
they wanted most after the war and what 
they hoped to get out of the- war. One 
replied, “I hope I can buy some American 
aluminum ware.” Another wanted an Amer- 
ican motor car, 


In political lectures, in schools and in 
party organs, the Russians, of course, study 
America through ideological lenses as a 
land of the classical contradictions of capi- 
talism and of recurring economic crises, 

They think most of us get little share of 
our great wealth, and labor has less free- 
dom than in Russia, that we live under con- 
stant fear of the return of unemployment 


and depressions, and that Morgan, Mellon 
and Rockefeller interests, not Congress, run 
the country. Soviet youth, as a result of 
its training, seems convinced their system 
will give them a better life than ours, in 
the long run. 


Will the things we are now doing to help 
the U. 8S. S. R. bring reciprocity in terms 
of good feeling and friendship between the 
mass of Russian people and ourselves? Do 
the Russians appreciate it? The answer 
is definitely Yes, 


Gifts Won’t Be Forgotten. 


Not long before I left Moscow, I went out 
into the country with Adm. Standley to visit 
some orphans who had been clothed in gar- 
ments collected in America. All those chil- 
dren knew where the gifts had come from 
and will remember it throughout their lives. 
Anyone who contributes to the Russian Re. 
lief may be sure he is contributing to the 
larger cause of friendship, too. 


The fact is that the Russians are an ex- 
tremely proud people and the last thing 
they want from anybody is charity. They 
would prefer not to take our help at all. No 
Russian really thought of lend-lease as a 
free gift on our part, but only as a duty 
of one ally who had been doing compara- 
tively little to another carrying the main 
burden at appalling sacrifices in blood and 
life. 


I believe Russians generally like Ameri- 
cans, or at least are less suspicious of us 
than of most “people of the capitalist 
world.” We have never warred with Rus- 
sia and have never had any serious dis- 
putes or rivalries so far. We have common 
enemies and many common interests, and 
there is no reason in the Russian mind 
for animosity against us. 


Our Policies Linked to England's. 


Fortunately, we are not connected, in 
the Soviet view, with the Munich period, 
the memory of which still overcasts Anglo- 
Russian relations with suspicion. Never- 
theless, they think our policy is bracketed 
with Britain’s, and the organization of 
AMG, which excludes Russia, is taken as 
one more indication that American policy 
is being deftly guided along the lines de- 
sired by Britain. On the whole, the Rus- 
sians are inclined to regard us as less de- 
vious diplomats, more frank and sincere, 
but also more naive. 


True, we are extremely poorly equipped 
with trained men with a knowledge of the 
history and language of Russia in the serv- 
ice of our state. But whenever we meet 
Russians in a setting free from distrust 
and fear, we find them not unlike Ameri- 
cans in many ways. 


But it isn’t often Americans or other 
foreigners have been able to meet the Rus- 
sian people directly in recent years to 
learn about their virtues, Bureaucracy is 
a very formidable obstacle to mixing for 
the Americans who get to Russia. Every- 
one knows a Russian cannot invite you to 
his home as freely as an Englishman can. 
How long before he will be able to do so 
may depend on our behavior in the months 
ahead.

As Seen by a Woman Traveler 


“] Know Tunisia,” by Dahris Martin. (Ives Wash- 
burn, Inc., New York.) . 
S collateral reading for Willkie’s “One 
World,” Dahris Martin’s “I Know Tu- 
nisia” should be close to the top of the list, 
Certainly her book testifies to Mr. Willkie’s 
premise of the brotherhood of all peoples. 
Miss Martin’s book is not, as the title 
may lead one to believe, another corre- 
spondent’s on-the-spot or “I saw the fall 
of Tunisia” sort of book at all. Neither 
is it a travelogue, although all the props 
are there: the romantic tinkle of the brace 
lets and anklets, the color of the native 
costumes, the perfumes and odors of the 
market places, the noisy conversation in the 
coffee stalls, the hypnotic call of the muez 
zin, 


The book is above all for Dahris Martin 
“a remembrance of things past,” of two 
years spent in Kairouan, Tunisia, a few 
years before World War II. The author 
and an artist friend, Beatrice Cuming, went 
to Tunisia looking for a strong sun to make 
them forget the chilly Riviera. Almost im- 
mediately, Miss Martin integrated herseif 
into the life of the holy Moslem city. After 
her friend left, Dahris stayed on as the 
only English-speaking resident. 

The mysterious Kalipha ben Kassem, 
a former guard ostracized by the French, 
took her for his protege, and as such in- 
troduced her into the intimate life of his 
own household, She ate couscous wit 
them; sat at the death bed of their beauti- 
ful relative, Zinibe; learned of their super. 
stitious fear of the djinns and attended the 
fokkarahs “or parties for the propitiation 
of some woman’s djinn”; and was present 
at the carnival-like celebration when Ka- 
lipha’s fifth wife was delivered of a child 
to the tune of an old, phonograph record,

Kalipha was not satisfied unt!!! he had 
tried to make Miss Martin a Moslem. To 
please him she kept the month of absti- 
nence, Ramadan, “ninth month of the Mos 
lem calendar-—-when the prophet received 
the first revelation,” second in importance 
only to the birth of the prophet. In addi- 
tion, he taught her the call to prayer, the 
Adan, and could not conceal his pride when 
she performed for his friends. She was ne 
hypocrite in sharing their religious experi- 
ences; she did it because it brought her 
into closer communion with people she had 
grown to respect and love. 

Leaving Kairouan, Miss Martin could 
write: “This is my home, these are my peo- 
ple; among them I first learned to know 
myself. Here, as no place else on earth, 
I was more nearly what my friends be 


lieved me to be.”

HAT is it that must be dis-

But the Anglo-Americans and 
Russians are, unless all appear- 

nces lie, poles apart on this sub- 
ect. ‘ 

The Russian policy is to win an 

nti-Hitler Germany over to the 

Russian side. This has been Rus- 

jan policy since Lenin’s time, and 

here is no indication that the ulti- 
objective has ever changed. 

Zt is motivated by the intention 

mever to have in proximity to Rus- 

ia a nation that might conceiv- 
bly become the instrument of an 
nti-Russian coalition. The Rus- 
gions are not moralists and don’t, 
believe in “good” and “bad” na- 
ons as such. Nor does Stalin be- 
lieve—and he has always said so 
that 70 million people-can be 
permanently made into military 
and political eunuchs. Sooner or 
later, he thinks, someone will woo 
hem. He prefers to be there 
poner. 

Since the Russo-German treaty, 
wigned in 1922 between Tchitcherin 

nd Rathenau, Russia has had the 
iream of making the highly ad- 

nced and rationalized German 
economy a complement of the Rus- 
sian, with its agricultural sur- 
pluses, raw materials ,and need 
for skilled services. 

Now the hour approaches when 
this dream might come true—not 
between a backward Russia and a 
menacing Germany, but between a 
victorious Russia and a defeated 
Germany. 

The Russians frankly show their 
hand in treating every German, in- 
cluding German officers and for- 
mer Nazis who are prepared to see 
the errors of their ways, as poten- 
tial friends. 


* 
Anglo-American Policy. 
HE Anglo-American policy, 
however, is negative. The atti- 
tude is: Germany has been a head- 
ache for a hundred years and this 


time we will eliminate her—no 
matter what sort of Germany may 
emerge—as a military, political and 
possibly economic factor in Europe. 

But the unresolved contradiction 
in the two policies gives Germany 
a choice: whether to enter into a 
dependent position on the Soviet 
Union, which would nevertheless 
promise opportunity for industrial 
vitality, economic collaboration, 
and active participation in Ger- 
many’s own defense, through a re- 
organized, pro-Russian army; or, 
reduction by the Anglo-American 
powers to a nullity, unilaterally 
disarmed in an armed world, at- 
tached to nobody, a permanent 
pariah in Europe, and open to high- 
handed action at any time from 
— including the Soviet Un- 
on. 

Under such conditions, it is most 
likely that Germany and especially 
Prussia, will turn toward the East 
and Russja, for ideologies come 
and go, but interests, as the sev- 
enteenth century diplomatic aphor- 
ism had it, never lie.

Anglo-American diplomacy has 
left the political initiative to Mos- 
cow and Moscow has taken it. Rus- 
sia is in the advantageous position 
of having done most to defeat the 
Germans, and, at the same time, 
of having outlined comprehensible 
peace terms to them, before the 
Anglo-American powers have done 


o. 

We, in contrast, are in ‘the awk- 
ward position of either giving a 
free hand to Russia in Eastern and 
Central Europe, which, with Ger- 
many, is the key to all Europe, or 
of coming dangerously near a split 
with Moscow. The former would 
give the Russians far more power 
than it is comfortable for any na- 
tion to have; the latter would be 
disastrous for future peace, 


* 
From the beginning — and that 
has been the position of this col- 
umn—it has been necessary to de- 
fine our policy toward the future 
of Germany. Agreements are al- 
ways more easily reached with 
Allies when equality of bargaining 
is most equal. _It was not neces- 
sary for Stalin to meet Churchill 
or the President in order to de- 
fine his policy; it was not neces- 
sary for our leaders to meet him, 
either. 
Now a compromise is essential. 
If Russia wishes a long era of sta- 
ble peace, the only hope for it lies 
in agreement with Britain and us. 
We must understand that if we 
want the same thing, we cannot 
treat Central Europe as a power 
vacuum, 
For if we create one, the Rus- 
sians, who do not believe in power 
vacuums, will move into it. 
This is hard-boiled political rea- 
soning. 


LATE POTATOES PUT 
UNDER PRICE CEILING 


Figure Will Prevail Until Ear- 
ly Crop Is Generally Avail- 
able in June, 1944, 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 29 (AP).— 
Late potatoes were put under price 
ceilings yesterday by the Office 
of Price Administration which said 
the ceilings would prevail until the 
early potato crop is generally 
available in June, 1944. 

The ceilings were fixed at coun- 
try shipper and intermediate seller 
levels, but as subsequent dealings 
are controlled by fixed markups 
the retail prices were also gen- 
erally established by the order. 

As examples of probable prices 
the OPA said retail ceilings would 
range from 4.5 cents a pound in 
October to 5.5 cents a pound next 
June in such cities as New York, 
Los Angeles and Boston. How- 
ever, OPA said the large crop 
available this year probably would 
result in retail prices considerably 
below the permissible maximum. 

Maine and Idaho price ceilings 
for 1943 crop, U. 8S. No. 1 grade, 
sacked and loaded on carrier, per 
100 pounds, range from $2.15 in 
October, 1943, to $2.75 in June, 
1944. The monthly increases pro- 
vide for absorption of storage 
charges. Minnesota October-June 
prices are 10 cents lower per 100 
pounds a month.

REFUGEE SAYS NAZIS 


CAN'T BREAK NORWAY 


. : Quislings to Be Punished, She 


Asserts—Speaks at Red 
Cross Meeting. 


The Nazis have just about ruined 
everything in Norway, but they 
“haven't been able to break the 
spirit of the Vikings,” a charming 
Norwegian refugee said on her 
visit to the city yesterday. She is 
Mme. Julie Marie Colbjornsen, wife 
of the financial counselor of the 
Norwegian embassy in Washing- 
ton, who came here to address last 
American Red Cross merit 
award meeting at the Opera House 
in Kiel Auditorium. 

Mme. Colbjornsen talked to re- 
porters for almost an hour in her 
suite at the Park Plaza before her 
public appearance, telling of her 
escape from her Nazi-occupied fa- 
therland in 1941 and of her hopes 
for the future of Norway. She 
related how she gambled her life 
on asking a taxi driver whether 
he would take her to the Swedish 
border where she could ski across 
to safety, not knowing whether he 
might be a loyal Norwegian or a 
Quisling. 

Once in Sweden, she said, she 
felt safe and thence began a 
three-month journey, which took 
her through Russia, Turkey, Iraq, 
India and South Africa to New 
York. Only for a while, in Bagh- 
dad, said Mme. Colbjornsen, did 
she feel insecure, as she was there 
when the Nazis were reported try- 
ing to move into Iraq. 

Mme, Colbjornsen reported that 
recently the Nazis had placed 980 
Norwegian officers in concentra- 
tion camps. They are also taking 
Norwegian girls of 17 and over 
and sending them to Nazi soldier 
camps, she said. 

Although she believes the Nor 
wegians will seek vengeance after 
the war, she hopes revenge will be 
kept at a minimum, for she thinks 
that “revenge will only bring more 
disaster.” Mme. Colbjornsen said 
that the Quislings would receive 
fair trials and that minor ones 
would probably get off with light 
sentences, The leaders of the 
Quisling movement, however, 
should get their due punishment, 
she said. She added that Norway 
would want to return to its pre- 
war government of the monarchy 
at the head of a labor regime. 

Asked about the position of Kir 
sten Flagstad, the singer, Mme, 
Colbjornsen said that she had been . 
reported both by Nerwegians and 
Germans to have sung in Berlin, 
but that Mme. Flagstad declared 
to friends in Switzerland recently 
that she was not an active mem- 
ber of the Nazi party. 

At the meeting at which she 
spoke, approximately 2000 stripes 
were awarded to Red Cross vok 
unteers who had put in one year 
of service in uniform through 
Sept. 1. Dr. Borden S. Veeder, 
chairman of the St, Louis chapter 
of the American Red Cross, an- 
nounced that the 1944 Red Cross 
fund raising drive would take 
place next March and that the lo- 
cal quota, although as yet unspeci- 
fied, would probably aggregate 
over two million dollars.

Daily confronted by Germans, 
many Austrians now ask “are we 
the same nation as the Germans?” 

The question is now answered 
negatively by at least 75 per cent 
of the Austrian population. 

There doesn’t seem to be a sharp 
conflict on the form of government 
among the majority of those 
against the Anschluss. 

The author has met Social Dem- 
ocrats who are convinced mon- 
archists, and monarchism was very 
strong in Austria, It spread not 
only among the upper classes but 
also among the lower middle class 
and among workers. 

Public opinion is now more fa- 
vorable toward Archduke Otto of 
Hapsburg than formerly. He has 
had great success with his radio 
speeches. At least one strong mon- 
archist organization exists. Social 
Democrats and Communists repre- 
sent probably more than 50 per 
cent of the population of Vienna, 
but they are rather weak in other 
areas. 

Most Austrians seemed to be- 
lieve that the restoration of the 
Danubian monarchy under the 
house of Hapsburg jis the only pos- 
sible framework which could hold 
the Danubian nations together. 


Unrest, Defeatism. 

At the same time the Nazi oppo- 
sition is working there amid grow- 
ing unrest, depression and defeat- 
ism among the people. A heavy 
blow has been dealt to Hitler’s 
prestige because the people have 
understood that his persona) influ- 
ence on‘ the war’s conduct has 
caused military catastrophes in 
Eastern Europe. 

The majority of the German peo- 
ple have turned their backs to the 
Nazi party. The misuse of power 
by the party and widespread cor- 
ruption has aroused the bitterest 
feelings. There are three factors 
of direct political significance 
which are likely to survive the 
Nazis—the church, high finance, 
and the Army. In the fight for 
freedom of conscience the clergy, 
especially the Catholic Church, has 
taken the lead. 

The Catholics have resisted the 
Nazi Government more successful- 
ly than their Protestant brethren, 
The Roman Catholic Church has 
also won good Will which will be 


| very important after the war. 


Such men as Bishops Konrad 
Preysing and Clemens Vin Galen 
have played an important role in 
fighting Nazism. All Germany 
knew, for instance, that Bishop 
Schulté in Cologne had spoken 
about “the lie that limps through 
Germany.” He was summoned by 
the Gestapo to explain what he 
meant by speaking in that fashion 
about Propaganda Minister Jo. 
seph Goebbels, who limps. 

The Bishop, indignant, said, “I 
was thinking about the devil.” He 
was quickly released.

De THE TIME they landed in Boston till their arrival 
in Seattle, America went wild with excitement. 


President Coolidge received their report at Bolling Field, 
Washington, after waiting three hours in the rain. Babies 
were soon being named for them. Congress later voted them 
the Distinguished Service Medal (never before awarded 
except for war service). 


Eight men, with Major Frederick L. Martin in com- 
mand, had risen from the Seattle airport 172 days before 
...in four specially built Douglas planes (the Seattle, the 
Chicago, the Boston, and the New Orleans). 

And now, what a story there was to tell! Crouched be- 
hind windshields in open cockpits, at the mercy of fog, 
snow, and rain, they had often groped their way on un- 
charted routes with little more than skill, prayer, and horse 
sense to guide them. For almost their only instruments 


At last, with the Atlantic and the width of the American 
continent behind, Smith, Nelson, Arnold, and Harding in 
two of the original planes, and Wade and Ogden in a re- 
placement, came down safely at Seattle. They had covered 
26,345 miles in the then incredible flying time of 15 days, 
3 hours, and 7 minutes—an average speed of 72% miles 
an hour.

Without the impetus which that flight gave to American 
aviation —to plane design, to safety and speed, to plane

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REA Chief Refuses, Say- 


of Charges.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29. - A 
White House intermediary recent- 
ly suggested to Harry Slattery, 


Rural Electrification Adminis- 
trator, that he resign his post and 
take an assignment to study rural 


electricification systems abroad, it 
was learned today from an au- 
thoritative source. 

Slattery, target of a bitter cam- 
paign to oust him by the National 
Rural Electrification Co-operative 
Association, refused the offer. He 
took the position that he cannot 
conscientiously resign while under 
fire, as such an act might look 
like an admission of charges lev- 
eled by the co-operative associa- 
tion. 

The attempt to persuade him to 
resign, however, is regarded as in- 
dication that the White House is 
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uneasy over the row, and is do- 
ing everything possible to smooth 
the troubled waters in the public 
utility field. The President thus 
far has been very reluctant to ac- 
cept Secretary of Agriculture 
Claude Wickard’s request that he 
fire Slattery. \ 

Embarrassment of Roosevelt. 

The White House is understood 

to be particularly embarrassed by 
the fight because the President 
endorsed the NRECA when it held 
its main organization meeting in 
St. Louis in connection with a 
meeting of rural co-operatives. In- 
formed circles said the President 
could not very well repudiate the 
NRECA leadership now, in view 
of his original letter of indorse- 
ment, although at the time he sent 
the letter he may have been un- 
der the impression that the 
NRECA was being formally spon- 
sored by the REA. 
The President’s position is fur- 
ther complicated by the fact that 
his Secretary of Agriculture is sid- 
ing with the NRECA in the dis- 
pute, and has placed Williamg J. 
Neal in the St. Louis headquar- 
ters of the REA as deputy ad- 
ministrator, with orders from 
Wickard to virtually run the 
agency. 

Other factors are the President’s 
personal friendship for Slattery, 
whom he appointed to a 10-year 
term, and the legal question con- 
cerning Roosevelt’s right to termi- 
nate the appointment before the 
term has been served. 

Political Considerations, 

Political considerations also add 
to the complexity of the situation. 
It is reported in Washington that 
the NRECA leadership has con- 
vinced Secretary Wickard that it 
controls the eight million votes of 
the co-operatives associated with 
the NRECA, and that Wickard 
points to this as a practical argu- 
ment for dismissing Slattery and 
giving the NRECA group full rein. 
This report, however, has not been 
substantiated, although it came 
from a source close to the adminis- 
tration. 

In an effort to stave off the 
scheduled airing of REA’s diffi- 
culties by the Senate Agriculture 
committee, a former administration 
official has conferred with several 
Senators, pleading for harmony 
and warning that such a public 
hearing would only “hurt” the 
cause of public utility work. The 
hearing, however, is still scheduled 
to go on, although there may be 
some delay because of the subcom- 
mittee’s need for an appropriation. 

Meanwhile, the subcommittee has 


been gathering documentary evi- 
‘| dence. One of the Senators on the 


committee yesterday expressed sur- 
prise and resentment because, he 
said, he had asked the REA 
deputy commissioner’s office for 
an orderly file of certain docu- 
ments, and had received six trunk- 
loads of papers without proper in- 
dexing or explanatory memoranda

ASE A-240: Chester T., aged 26, is a talented city clergy- 

man. “My parishioners follow your psychology articles 

faithfully,” he commended me at a recent convention where 
I was speaking. “In fact, many of the married couples are 
charting their behavior according to your rating scales and 
bulletins. It seems to me that you are doing a great service 
by helping standardize human relations. As the labor laws 
have set minimum wages for workers, so you are teaching peo- 
ple the minimum acceptable behavior for successful marriage. 
With so many millions of different home backgrounds, different 
cultural and religious outlooks, racial ancestries and childhood 
experiences, it is time somebody set a psychological standard or 
‘par’ for marita] relations. More power to you, Dr. Crane.”

IT WAS VERY gratifying to receive this general praise 
from an able clergyman. Chester’ has pointed out a function 
of this scientific column which I had in mind many years ago 
when I first conceived it. Young pepole, too, have often raised 
the same type of question. They want to know what is ex- 
pected of a good husband and wife. Some of them have been 
reared in poverty. Others have come from broken homes. 
Some have seen their fathers cruelly beat their mothers. Others 
have jailbirds for parents or drunken fathers and adulterous 
mothers. Some have seen their fathers hang on to the purse 
strings and only dole out a dime at a time for food.

SOME HAVE BEEN reared by doting grandparents. Others 
have been orphans without parental care. Some have been 
abused and mistreated before they were out of grammar school. 
Others are so uninformed or misinformed about sex. Try to 
imagine the gross inequities in experience or culture that exist 
between many brides and grooms who enter into marriage. 
Think, too, of the varieties of parental psychology demonstrated 
by the millions of men and women in this country today. 
“What is par for modern marriage?” our youth have asked 
me, in effect, on countless occasions. “What is par for dealing 
with one’s children?” you parents have also inquired, in thou- 
sands of letters or personal interviews. 
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IN THIS COLUMN I have tried to set at least a minimum 
psychological standard of proper human behavior, both in mar- 
riage, in parent-child relationships, in personality development, 
as well as in business strategy and mental hygiene. From time 
to time I have offered special psychological tests or rating 
scales, based on thousands of personal interviews. I have spent 
as long as three years gathering the data for some of those 
“Tests for Husbands” or “Tests for Mothers,” etc. Newly mar- 
ried couples have had cookbooks for meeting the kitchen prob- 
lems in their homes. Interior decorators can advise them in 
their living rooms. But I have tried to advise them from 
kitchen to parlor in all their living, with occasional frank coun- 
sel regarding their bedroom deportment. America has long 
neded such scientific advice, so thank your editor for courage- 
ously making it available to yourselves and your children.

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Week End Guests

O more puzzling situation have I ever encountered than 

this one related to me by a very upset house-guest: 

“My husband, young daughter, and I were invited to spend 
the week end at the house of our friends, the Smiths, who 
live in a neighboring town. Mrs. Smith told me she would ex- 
pect ‘us any time Saturday afternoon. We arrived at half past 
twelve. We sat and talked and the time went by; nothing was 
said about lunch. My youngster became hungry and I had 
to ask for milk for her. At about three o'clock, (and no 
lunch served)—my husband took her for a walk and got her 
(and himself too) something to eat. I was sick with hunger 
by six o’clock, when they took us out to eat. Sunday we had 
breakfast about nine, and nothing more was offered to any of 
us that entire day. Again we went out for our evening meal. 
I have never encountered such discourtesy and insist that ra- 
tioning and food shortages hardly necessitate such extremes.” 
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I CERTAINLY AGREE that they should not have invited 
you (or anyone else) to stay with them unless they were will- 
ing to supply you with the regulation requirements of the nor- 
mal American way of living, even though it may be that they 
eat only twice a day themselves. They should either have pro- 
vided you with a substantial midday meal on Sunday, or have 
told you on Saturday “We never eat lunch but there is a lunch 
counter at the drug store just a block away—if you are hun- 
gry.” That would have been all right. On the other hand, 
you were just as wrong as they to interpret “any time dur- 
ing the afternoon” as being 12:30. Two o'clock would even 
be very early to a hostess, Three o’clock more usual.

Pudding Unique. 

Lemon Ginger Sauce. 

Two cups cake crumbs, one cup 
hot milk, three-quarters cup 


shredded cocoanut, one-quarter tea- 


spoon salt, two eggs, separated, 
one cup light corn syrup, one-half 
teaspoon ground ginger or three- 
fourths teaspoon ground cinnamon, 
one-fourth teaspoon salt, one-half 
to three-quarters teaspoon grated 
lemon rind (use only yellow part 
of rind, pack lightly) ,one-third 
cup lemon juice. 

Combine crumbs and milk and 
allow to stand 10 minutes, or 
longer if crumbs are very dry. 
Add the cocoanut, salt, and lightly 
beaten egg yolks and mix lightly. 
Beat the egg whites until stiff 
and fold into the mixture. Pour 
into the greased top of a double 
boiler. Cook over hot water for 
35-40 minutes or until an inserted 
knife comes out clean. Serve hot 
with lemon ginger sauce made by 
heating syrup, ginger and salt to 
blend, removing from heat and 
stirring in the lemon rind and 
juice. Serve warm. 5 servings.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Tuesday. 
HEN I was in Honolulu, I 
W began my second morning as 

" planned by breakfasting cafe- 
teria style in a big dining room 
with three service boys. One came 
from West Virginia near Charles- 
ton, and the other two from Ohio. 
One, in fact, had been down in a 
mine when I visited it some years 
ago. At 8 a. m., Gov. Ingram Stain- 
back and his wife called for me 
and we visited first the headquar- 
ters of the OCD. The need for pro- 
tective measures on Honolulu was 
rather tragically brought home to 
everyone on a certain Dec. 7, so 
it is not surprising to find them 
well organized. The OCD -here 
does a number of things which it 
doesn’t do elsewhere. For instance, 
the defense organization runs a 
blood bank where they do labora- 
tory work as well. This is because 
it was functioning before the war 
as a civic group and it intends to 
go on after the war. They also run 
the most active canteen for the 
school children of workers. Other- 
wise the work seemed much the 
same as elsewhere, but the volun- 
teers are plentiful and faithful for 
they know from experience you are 
useless unless trained and know 
what you are expected to do in an 
emergency. 

At 9:30 a. m. we turned to the 
Red Cross activities. The local 
headquarters are in the Honolulu 
Academy of Arts and it seemed 
well organized in every branch. I 
am glad I was allowed a few min- 
utes to look at some of the mu- 
seum’s treasures, and learned the 
school children use the museum 
very extensively every day. I won- 
der if ever we shall feel justified 
in doing things just for pleasure 
again? I certainly hope so, for I 
would like to return to this mu- 
seum and spend a long time look- 
ing at various things which I only 
had time to glance at. I think I 
have learned through force of cir- 
cumstances to take in a good deal 


at a glance but, it is never as en- 
joyable to see things that way. 

I also visited the National Red 
Cross Headquarters blood bank 
and surgical dressing unit in the 
historic home, which belonged to 
the Hawaiian Queen Emma. The 
house has many interesting things 
in it and again, with a little more 
leisure, I would have welcomed 
the luxury to stop. We did spend 
a really leisurely time at a charm- 
ing place on the water, where the 
Red Cross runs picnics for ¢on- 
valescent patients from the vari- 
ous military hospitals. One group 
of healthy men also were enter- 
tained. Everyone had an excellent 
hot lunch and I talked with some 
boys collectively and in small 
groups and signed my autograph 
the usual number of times. 


In addition, we were photo- 
graphed together in a variety of 
groups. I hope the boys enjoyed 
themselves, for I certainly did. We 
took the most beautiful drive 
after lunch and ended up at a 
canteen for the Army and Navy 
run by the USO. Then for a 
brief moment, I stopped at the 
Y. W. C. A. to see the girls who 
go out to dance and play and 
sing soft Hawaiian songs for the 
boys in the late afternoons and 
evenings after their own day’s 
work is done. Then I visited a 
canteen run, I think, by a Cath- 
olic group, and finally went to the 
Governor’s house for a meeting 
with the heads of the various 
war work agencies for a pleasant 
and informal tea, 


At 6:00 p. m, I was back at the 
hotel and saw a young couple I 
knew for a few minutes and 
found to my regret that a soldier 
whom I had hoped to see here, 
because a friend of mine knew 
his father well, unfortunately was 
off to other duty. At 7:00 p. m. 
General Richardson called for me 
and I spent a pleasant evening

66 Bp IMPLES” is what the teas~ 


ing brother calls it. The vic- 

tim prefers the more digni- 
fied term, “acne,” although its full 
scientific name is not much more 
impressive than “pimples”--“acne 
vulgaris,” the vulgar acne, or the 
common acne. 

Common itis. An estimate puts 
the number of adolescent boys or 
girls who have some form of it at 
70 per cent—including greasy skin 
and blackheads. A severe case is 
torture for the owner. An old man 
can stand an acne rosacea — red 
bulbous nose and all—but for a kid 
just starting the primrose path to 
have the face covered with pimples, 
that is manifestly unfair. 

It must seem to such a victim 
that it should be very easy to cure. 
All you have to dois get rid of 
the pimples and keep the grease 


off the skin and express the black- 


heads. But as experience teaches 
in the severe cases, this is by no 
means easy. :

THE TREATMENTS that have 
been suggested are: (1) local treat- 
ment of the skin—degreasing and 
antiseptic lotions, (2) endocrine 
preparations, (3) vitamins and 
liver extract, (4) X-ray, (5) vac- 
cines and (6) diet. | 

The reason for using any of 
these ig fairly obvious. It is a 
condition confined to one locality 
of the skin, therefore local treat- 
ment is indicated. It occurs at 
puberty when all the endocrines 
should be in a lather of activity, 
but some of them may fall behind, 
therefore supplement them, It is 
a sluggish infection, therefore vac- 
cines can be used to stimulate it. 
The X-ray kills infection. 

The rationale for vitamins and 
diet is a little different. Cases are 
improved sometimes by the use of 
ultra-violet light. Since ultra- 
violet activates ergosterol in the 
skin and ergosterol is a previta- 
min, the treatment is equivalent to 
the administration of vitamin D. 
Improvement has been reported by 
several dermatologists on this 
treatment. 
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UNDER DIET the old restric- 
tions used to be on cutting down 
of the carbohydrates—candy-for- 
bidden regime. This, however, has 
proved quite valueless. Some pa- 
tients were hospitalized and given 
high starch diets and improved. 
More reasonable is a low fat diet. 
There is unquestionably in all cases 
some disturbance of the fat 
metabolism of the skin. The foods 
forbidden in Sutton’s diet are: 

All fried foods, cream, ice 
cream, butter, butter substitutes, 
cheese (except cottage cheese), 
milk, lard, other cooking fat, yolk 
of egg, shortened foods (pie crust, 
biscuits, crackers, etc.), sausage, 
Spanish mackerel, shad, salmon, 
sardines, brains, potato chips, 
chocolate, cocoa, nuts, peanut but- 
ter, oatmeal, cod-liver oil, cream 
soup, gravy, pork, bacon, ham, 
catfish, smoked herring, canned 
fish, tuna, mutton.

THIS LEAVES quite a substan- 
tial number of things that are per- 
mitted, as follows: 

Breakfast: Orange juice, cream 
‘of wheat (sugar, but no cream or 
milk), toast (no butter), jelly, 
white of egg poached, coffee (sug- 
ar, no cream). 4 

Noon Meal: Cooked rice (sugar 
if desired), boiled or baked potato, 
bre“id (no butter), jam, any vege- 
table (no butter), lean beef, any 
fruit, coffee or tea (no cream or 
milk). 

‘Evening Meal: Bread (no but- 
ter, honey, chicken or fish (not 
fried), any vegetable (no butter), 
any fruit, coffee or tea (no cream 
or milk), gelatin. 

There are probably many fac- 
tors in the causation of any case 
of acne, so multiple remedies are 
indicated.

Die-Hards. 

Used colloquially to describe an 
irreconcilable, one who § sticks 
stubbornly to his course or prin- 
ciples though left alone in their 
support, “die-hard” is a military 
metaphor boasting an _ historic 
origin. 

As is just right, the term com- 
memorates a famous English com- 
pany of soldiers known as the 
Fifty-seventh (now the West Mid- 
dlesex) Regiment of Foot. Sur- 
rounded and overwhelmed at the 
battle of Albuerra, in 1811, the 
Colonel adjured his men to “die 
hard!” 

Die hard they did, so much s0, 
that the injunction has survived to 
connote pertinacity and valor to 
the very end in the face of an 
overwhelming enemy. The great- 
est mistake Hitler made was in 
overlooking the die-hards—all over 
Europe—and here—who did not 
know when they were beaten.

The Passing of Madame Cirode’s 


Three Generations of St. Louisans Learned to Dance at Her Studio

FTER 56 years, Cirode’s Danc- 
A ing School is closing its doors, 

The big 14-room house at 933 
Hamilton avenue which has served 
as headquarters for the school for 
the last 23 years has been sold and 
Mrs, Letitia Cirode, Mme. Cirode 
to her pupils, the founder and head 
of the school, is going to retire. 

Usually at this time of the year, 
new classes are getting under way, 
classes in ballet and toe and tap 
dancing, expression and music, but 
this year the few mothers who 
did not know of the school’s clos- 
ing and came to enroll their chil- 
dren were turned away regretful- 
ly, the studios are empty and work- 
men are busily and noisily making 
repairs on the building. 

“They asked me if the hammer- 
ing would disturb me,” Mrs. Cirode 
laughed, as we sat in her upstairs 
living room, talking above the 
noise of the buzzsaw and the barks 
of Scamp, her cocker spaniel. ‘“T 
told them after al] these years of 
listening to the clatter of tap 
shoes and the screech of violins, 
nothing would bother me- 

“T’'ve gotten a big kick out of it, 
though, seeing the kiddies come 
and go, and new ones come in 
each fall. During the last few 
years I’ve had to laugh at some 
of the new mothers who don’t 
know me. They come in, expecting 
to see someone young and fresh 
and when they see an old woman, 
they let out a gasp. I always tell 
them, ‘You sit down a while and

The first woman dancing teach- 
er in St, Louis, Mrs. Cirode has 
the unique record of having never 
danced professionally in public and 
having never gone to dancing 
school as a child at all. 

“You see, when I started teach- 


‘ing it was almost a disgrace to be 


a dancer,” she explained, “and my 
family were all old fashioned 
Methodists, and some of them way 
back there had béen Quakers, reg- 
ular ‘thee and thou’ people, and 
they didn’t approve at all. 

“There was only one school that 
taught what they called fancy 
dancing for children when I was 
young, that was Jacob Mahler’s 
school on Jefferson and Washing- 
ton, in the old Pickwick Theater 
building. My mother wouldn’t let 
me learn fancy dancing but there 
was a girl in our neighborhood 
who took lessons there and some- 
times she’d invite me to come and 
watch, 

“They used to do quadrilles and 
square dances and when they 
didn’t have enough children they’d 
fill out the set with visitors. I'd 
sit there, trembling for fear there’d 
be an even number of scholars,

Mrs, Cirode has taught every 
kind of dancing from the schot- 
tische to the rumba, and even at 
last year’s classes, actively illus- 
trated the steps. At one time in 
her teaching career, she had as 
many as 500 pupils with several 
dancing schools in operation, at 
Strassberger’s Hall, Westminster 
Hall, and others. One of the 
first schools she managed was 
in the old Jefferson Hall, and one 
of her prized souvenirs is a Car- 
toon once printed in the Star- 
Chronicle. The cartoon, now yel- 
lowed with age, is briefly captioned, 
“The Sad Fate of a Christmas Tree 
Left in the Jefferson Hall by Mrs. 
Letitia Palmer Cirode, teacher of 
dancing who had dressed it for her 
pupils.” The sad fate of the tree 
was that it was torn to pieces by 
a group of bibulous business men 


who had a banquet in the hall a 
few days after the dancing school's 
Christmas party. 


As Mrs, Cirode’s daughter, Celes- 
tine, grew up, she became her 
mother’s assistant at the school, 
finally taking over all the ad- 
vanced classes with her mother 
teaching the beginners, “the little 
tads,” as she calls them. A great 
many other dancing teachers now 
in business were at one time 
pupils at Cirode’s, 


“The Ford girls, Mrs. Buchmann, 
who has the school on North 
Grand, Mrs. Heitman on. Devon- 
shire, Emma Niedhammer, Mickey 
O’Connor, all were pupils of mine,” 
Mrs, Cirode said, “as well as a lot 
of professional dancers like Willa- 
deen Sparks and Jeanna Hempel.” 


“And you never can tell which 
ones are going to be the good 
dancers. Some make a big flash 
at first and others struggle along, 
lifting their knees wrong, pointing 
their toes wrong, doing everything 
wrong, until all of a sudden one 
day, they pass the others up. We 
had one little girl once whom I 
always put at the end of the line 
because whenever she hopped or 
skipped she threw the others out 
of step. She just didn’t seem to 
have any rhythm. That was Vir- 
ginia Vollmer, and now she’s with 
the Rockettes, doing precision 


dancing.” 
0 about Mrs. Cirode is that after 
56 years of teaching and hun- 
dreds of recitals—one, in itself 
enough to shatter the nerves of an 
ordinary person—she still loves 
people, and is proud that her 
shoulders are “round from stooping 
over babies too long.” One of her 
boasts is that she has taught four 
generations of children. Several 
years ago a mother came to her 
and asked that her baby be en- 
rolled. Mrs. Cirode told her she 
would have to wait until the baby 
was three years old. 


“You just have to take her,” the 
mother wailed. “I’m so afraid 
you'll go out of business before 
then, and I want you to teach 
her because her  great-grand- 
mother took; lessons from you.” 


It turned out that the great- 
grandmother had been a _ pupil, 
too, as a grown woman, however, 
not as a child, 

Mrs. Cirode has resigned her 
position as president of the St. 
Louis Dancing Teachers’ Associa- 
tion, a post she has held for many 
years. She and her daughter are 
planning on moving to Tiskilwa, 
Ill., where they have a home, and 
although her daughter may con- 
tinue teaching, Mrs, Cirode plans 
to retire altogether, 


“We had a big school this year,” 
she said, “and a nice big recital 
and I figured this was a good 
time to retire. I'd much rather 
retire now while people are say- 
ing, ‘We’re so sorry,’ instead of 
waiting for them to say, ‘Good 
heavens, isn’t she ever going to 
retire?’ ”

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Psychic Bid 
Profitable 


By Ely Culbertson 


HERE is one important thing 
T be said in favor of psychic 

bidding: the player who gains 
a reputation for putting in a psy- 
chic once in a while often is sus- 
pected of bluffing when in reality, 
he has a perfectly sound bid. As 
a consequence, the opponents, on 
the crest of their own suspicion, 
bid much higher than they would 
have bid if left purely to their own 
devices. Some of the greatest ca- 
tastrophes occurring at the bridge 
table follow this so-called “sus- 
picion bidding.” For example:

In view of the nightmare quality 
of this bidding, I may have diffi- 
culty in convincing my readers 
that the four players involved, 
altho not in the master class, are 
considered far above average. As 
a matter of fact, they play regu- 
larly at a bridge club and for 
rather sizable stakes, After the 
contract had gone down 1600 
points (three tricks doubled and re- 
doubled, vulnerable) a furious ar- 
gument broke out between North 
and South. North wanted to know 
whether South was drunk or just 
plain crazy, not only to have bid 
four spades on a four card suit 
headed by the J-10, but to have re- 
doubled that contract. South, just 
as furiously challenged North to 
justify, or even to explain, his “in- 
sane” leap to three no trump. “Nat- 
urally,” South said bitterly, “I fig- 
ured that with you bidding three 
no trump in, the face of the spade 
bid, you must have good spades, 
and if that was so, East’s opening 
must have been psychic.” 

I probably don’t have to say that 
South’s reasoning was ridiculous, 
with or without consideration of 
North’s startling leap to three no 
trump. North’s bid altho extremely 
speculative, even dangerous, had 
some measure of logic behind it, 
i. e., if North found a heart stop- 
per in the South hand, and had a 
little luck in the club suit, he might 
easily rattle off nine tricks. South’s 
bidding, however, and particularly 
his redouble, was unimaginably 
horrible. If, as he thought, East 
had been psyching, vulnerable, in 
the highest ranking suit (almost 
incredible in itself) he scarcely 
would have doubled four spades. 
Hence, South’s redouble was sui- 
cidal.
